Several Miles, Concen-

Fiench Official Report De-

Berlin Statement Says Kaiser's
Armies Have Gained All Along
Line, Though Paris Lays Claim |
to General Repulses,

The Allies have crossed the Yaer
and advanced to the northeast along
the coast, according to the official

statement in Paris this afternoon.

Apparently the Germans are aban-
doning their coastal operations along
the road to Nieuport entirely and have
retired several miles inland, They are
reported as concentrating heavy land
and naval forces at Bruges, which is
connected with the sea by a big canal
to Zeebrugge.

The Kaiser's attacks between Dix-
mude and the Lys are declared to be
decreasing in energy and further
south, around La DBassce, the Allied
line is said to be holding firm, with
progress at some points,

An advance is announced at Ques-
nay, near Royve. In the centre, he-
tween the Meuse and the Moselle,
fresh artillery duels are reported.

The Germans are apparently
gaining slowly on Ypres from the
south. They were last reported at
Missines. Now a Belgian statement

indicates the Allies have fallen back
to Wytschaete, a mile and a half to
the north,

The British also are hurrying every
available man to this region, bring-
ing up iresh troops from England and
velerans from the Somme,

Great  Britain  declared war on
Turkey, and the Turkish Envoy left
London. 1t is expected the declara-
tions will be made by all the allied

King Signs Declaration,
Blaming Germans for Fore-
ing Hostilities — Sultan's
Envoy, Failing in Peace
Efforts, Leaves London.

LONDON, Nov, B

The Forelgn OMea announces that Kng-
Innd has deelared war on Turkey, and It
Is expected that this notlon Immedintely
will bg followed by France, Russia, Ser-
vin, Montenegro and possibly by Belglum
and Japan.

There was n meoting of the Privy
Councll at Buckingham palice at noon
for the purpose of Indorsing royal procla-
matlons Incidental to the declaration of
war agninst Turkey., Thoue present wero
Earl Beauchamp, Lord President of the
Counell; Viscount Knellys, Lord Sand-
hurst Earl Crewe nnd Sir Almerio Fitz-
roy, clerk of the councll, After the meet-
Ing Prince lLoula of Battenbherg, who was
forced to resign as First Seaa Lord of the
Admiralty, was sworn o as & Privy Coun-
cillor.

At the canclusion of the counall mest-
ing., King George signed thu proclamation
of war,

The oflicial prociamation of war lssued
by the Gazells Hays:

Owling to hostile acim committed by
Turkish forces under German officers,
n stnte of war exlils between Giriat
Britaln and Turkey froin todey., All
proclametions and orders In counell
i=aued In referanee to stute of wWar be-
twean Great Britain and Gormany and
Adgatrim shall also apply to the stite
of war hetween Great Britaln and
Turkey.

The Turkleh dGovernment
